He lays himself out, in a spirit of 
intellectual candour, to bring out the consecutive and definite teaching of 
St. Paul. If he advances personal views here and there, it is because the 
occasion calls for the statement of such views, as for example • “ It is not 
from too much life that the world is suffering, but from corrupt and 
perverted life. What we want to receive is not a limit to the population 
but the bringing up of children in health and simple living, in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord,” or again, treating of the corporate life of 
the church, ” In a body of people working with a common aim there may 
be a healthy rivalry and competition in doing good work .... but what 
there cannot be is a competition which runs to the point of mutual 
destructiveness.” Here is a fine conception of the Christian’s attitude : — 
“A temper of clear, positive understanding as to what God wills to be 
done in the immediate future, fired by an ardent social enthusiasm 
and associated with disinterested readiness to obey one another in 
practical affairs This is what Paul means by ‘ looking carefully how we 
walk.’ ” Canon Gore’s exposition brings out the fact that the two or three 
guiding ideas which are at work in the world in the present age move pari 
passu with Christian doctrines which embody these ideas. For example 
the doctrine of election, we are taught, is largely expressed in the modern 
doctrine of evolution. The great idea of the solidarity of the race finds 
complete realisation in the corporate Christian church. But the volume is 
too full of teaching for Christian people for us to attempt any detailed 
review of its scope. One rises from its perusal in a Christian temper, that 
is. instructed and teachable, stimulated and desiring occasion for service. 

Practical Ethics, by Henry Sidgwick (Sonnenschien &' Co.. 4/6). 
Professor Sidgwick tells us that this volume consists largely of addresses 
given before the ethical societies of London and Cambridge. The author’s 
summary of the objects of an ethical society will help the reader to realize
